Cops seek curb on anti-social teens 

y a police officer, you are liable 
on conviction to a 

maximum fine of £500 



POLICE are seeking a total ban 
on alcohol in two Harlow parks 
in a bid to stop drink-fuelled 
anti-social behaviour. 

Senior officers are pushing for the 
sanctions after being bombarded with 
reports from both areas of teenagers 
drinking out of control and intimidat¬ 
ing residents. 

Graffiti has been daubed on buildings 
and empty cans and bottles are strewn 
around park grounds, creating a danger for 
young children. 

Under the drink-ban, all ages would be 
completely barred from drinking in both 
Nicholls Field and Stile Croft parks. 

Those who ignore it could be hit with 
an on-the-spot fine or even face arrest.

The plan is part of a police drive to 
reduce anti-social behaviour in the town, 
which was named as a Government 
Respect Zone last year. 

They are also looking to introduce a 
two-week summer dispersal order cover¬ 
ing the whole of the Nicholls Field estate 
to further reduce anti-social crime, as well 
as exploring the possibility of setting up a 
graffiti wall project for youngsters. 

PC Georgette Beckett said introducing 
no-alcohol zones would hopefully put an 
end to problems and said an alcohol ban 
had already proved successful in Bush Fair 
since being introduced there nearly two 


years ago. 

Ward councillor Rob Eschle (Labour) 
welcomed the idea, saying: “I think it 
seems fair to introduce something like 
that to stop problems.” 

Police are expected to put their case 
for the no-alcohol zones to Harlow 
Council in the near future. 

If given the green light the bans 
would become active immediately, 
bringing the total in force throughout 
the Harlow district to 11. 

The possible introduction of a dis¬ 
persal order will also be discussed by 
police and councillors at a date to be 
confirmed.

Pensioner is left high and 
dry by flooded underpass 


A FRUSTRATED Harlow 
pensioner is unable to pick up 
prescriptions for her ill hus¬ 
band due to the persistent 
flooding of an underpass. 

Elsie Prentice (77), of 
Wharley Hook, is upset that 
poor drainage at the Southern 
Way underpass, between Little 
Pynchons and Bush Fair, has 
left it seriously flooded for 
more than a week and she can¬ 
not get access to her GP sur¬ 
gery. 

Her husband John (84) suf¬ 
fers from vascular dementia 
and requires constant medica¬ 


tion, which Mrs Prentice has 
to collect regularly. 

“I just can’t get through it 
as the water is at least up to 
my ankles,” she said. “I had to 
get my son to drive over from 
Enfield to pick it up because 
there’s no way I can cross over 
into Southern Way - it’s so 
busy and there are so many 
heavy goods vehicles it would 
just be impossible. 

“It’s not just me - there are 
mothers who can’t get their 
buggies through and many 
other elderly people who use it 
to get to the doctors and to the 


shops.” 

Essex County Council has 
cordoned off the underpass 
while drainage works are tak¬ 
ing place. 

County highways and trans¬ 
portation cabinet member 
Norman Hume said: “We have 
had to close this underpass 
last Wednesday after some 
very heavy rain and would like 
to apologise for any inconven¬ 
ience caused. 

“Our engineers are investi¬ 
gating solutions to the prob¬ 
lem and we hope to have the 
underpass re-opened soon.” 


Council reins in 
£2.8m spending 


ALMOST £3m is being withdrawn 
from key projects in Harlow as the 
council’s finance fiasco begins to 
bite deeper. 

Civic Centre chiefs have revealed 
£2,841,000 of capital funding which had 
been agreed for important maintenance 
and improvement schemes in 2007-08 
will instead be carried over into the next 
budget.

Schemes frozen include £500,000 for a 
new community building at Maunds Hatch, 
£100,000 for improvements to the bus termi¬ 
nus in The High and £25,000 for new CCTV 


has been slashed from £60,000 to £9,000, 
while budgets to spruce up The Stow and the 
town’s shopping hatches have also been cut. 

‘Slippage’ is common towards the end of 
the financial year, but the unprecedented 
degree has spurred claims that funding is 
being cut on the sly as Harlow Council tries 
to plug a 1.8m black hole in its budget. 

The cuts also raised questions about the 
authority’s spending priorities after it 
emerged that a £60,000 investment in sound 
equipment at The Playhouse and £25,000 
for a ‘green sculpture trail’ had gone 
ahead; £19,000 will also be spent to 
replace the Civic Centre’s revolving doors 
with sliding ones to prevent the elderly get¬ 
ting their mobility scooters stuck. 

Senior Tory Simon Carter warned 
Thursday’s policy and resources committee 
the move could see projects planned for 
next year pushed back as well: “Just as 
some parts of the town are being regenerat¬ 
ed, others will be left to deteriorate fur¬ 
ther.” 

Joshua Jolles (Con) said he was shocked 
at the cuts to flood prevention, while oppo¬ 
sition leader Andrew Johnson complained 
of the sketchy information about the 
motives behind the situation. 

But joint council leader Chris 
Millington (Lib Dem) insisted projects had 
been delayed for genuine reasons, adding: 
“The items that have slipped will take 
place in the next financial year” 

His Labour counterpart Tony Durcan 
also defended the plans, asking: “Are you 
seriously saying that we’re not seriously 
committed to regenerating the hatches? Of 
course we are.” 

• A NEIGHBOURING local authority 
experiencing a comparable financial crisis 
to Harlow’s this week saw its chief execu¬ 
tive resign over the matter. 

Uttlesford Council head Alasdair 
Bovaird quit over a £1.8m financial black 
hole after it was confirmed 22 staff would 
be axed to cut costs. He is the second sen¬ 
ior officer to go.

Only here for 
the real beer! 



A gainst a backdrop 
of huge change which 
has seen many 
traditional British pubs 
transform from smoky 
social hubs to chic eateries, 
the dominance of ale has 
taken a major hit. 

Beer sales in pubs are at their 
lowest since the 1930s in a trend 
which has recently accelerated yet 
further, with sales dropping 22 per 
cent since 1979. 

Perhaps this is why, in many 
hostelries, there appears to be 
declining importance accorded to 
beer and little pride apparent in 
what is served up instead. 

While the posher gastro pubs will 
present customers with a wine list, 
cheaper and trendier taverns these 
days often don’t even bother 
stocking real ales, leaving beer 
drinkers with a choice of 
homogenous keg lagers. 

Yet despite the decline in the 
fortunes of beer, some landlords 
remain committed to serving top 
quality ale in their pubs and, as 
others let the drink fall by the 
wayside, find they are tapping into 
an increasingly lucrative market. 

For years, pubgoers seeking a 
decent pint have been able to rely 
on the Good Beer Guide, published 
annually by the Campaign For Real 
Ale, or they can keep their eyes 
peeled for the Cask Marque symbol, 
awarded to pubs deemed to serve 
consistently quaffable cask bitter. 
But now a new, higher benchmark 
has been launched to help the most 
discerning drinkers find the tastiest, 
freshest and best-kept beer around. 
This rare accolade is called the 
Beautiful Beer Award - and a 
Roydon pub has become one of the 
first in the region to achieve it. 

The White Hart, in High Street, 
which re-opened following a major 
refurbishment 11 months ago, 
achieved a maximum 100 points in 
the Gold Award category and, as 
such, will mark its first birthday in 
its new guise as the pub officially 
serving up the best pint in Essex. 

At 66, landlord Jack Letherbarrow 
came to the licensed trade late in 
life - The White Hart is his first 
pub and he has only been there 
since 2005 - but a lack of 
experience didn’t prevent the judges 
from being bowled over by his 
passion for beer and handing him

an award he hopes will give him the 
edge in Roydon’s competitive pub 
market. 

Along with kitchen manager and 
cellar supremo Danny Stevenson, he 
runs a tight ship in which stale or 
cloudy beer is most definitely off 
the menu. 

“Although I haven’t been doing this 
long, I’m a very experienced pub 
customer so I know the difference 
between a good pint and a bad 
one!” said Jack. 

“One of my first priorities after 
getting here was to secure the Cask 
Marque, but that’s a fairly common 
achievement. When we found out 
that the Beautiful Beer Award had 
been launched, and that it was really 
setting a high standard, we wanted 
to be a part of that.” 

In order to achieve his Gold Award, 
Jack had to give the judges free 
access to his pub to inspect the 
cellar, dispensing equipment and 
condition of the bar, as well as to 
carry out taste tests on every beer 
he sells. 

As well as the three real ales - 
Greene King IPA, Abbot Ale and 
Ruddles County - they also checked 
that the draft lagers were up to 
scratch and even inspected his 
bottled beers. Their verdict was 
glowing - “absolutely superb cellar 
and beers, no faults”. 


B ut Danny insists there are no 
big secrets of the success: 
“It’s not rocket science, it’s 
just about devoting the time and 
dedication necessary to look after 
the beer properly. 

“You have to keep track of what 
you’re selling and make sure you 
give the casks time to settle before 
you serve them. Hygiene is also 
paramount. For example, we clean 
the beer lines every time we change 
a keg or cask. That’s more often 
than we have to do it and more 
often than a lot of pubs do it, but we 
think it’s worth the effort.” 

Aside from the high standard of 
cellarmanship, Jack and Danny 
believe they owe the 100 per cent 
result to their attitude and passion 
for beer. 

And they insist that the national

decline in the drink’s popularity 
isn’t reflected in their sales. 

"Here, draft beer accounts for 50 
per cent of our wet sales,” said Jack. 
“It may not have a very glamorous 
image but it’s the mainstay of the 
business and we’ll never neglect it 
as long as I’m here. 

“One of things the judges really 
liked was how we recommend 
certain beers with certain meals, in 
the same way you might do with 
wines - IPA with sausage and mash 
or Ruddles County with liver and 
bacon, for example. People may not 
always think of beer in this way, but 
it’s true that they all have their own 
character and do go particularly 
well with certain foods.” 

But serving the best pint in Essex is 
not the extent of the White Hart’s 
ambitions and within a year Jack 
hopes to achieve the even more 
coveted Beautiful Beer Platinum 
award, currently held by only three 
pubs in London and the south-east. 
“To get the platinum, you have to 
meet all the same quality standards 
as for the gold but they also expect 
outstanding presentation of beer, an 
impressive range of styles, expert 
staff and excellent beer and food 
matching. 

“It’s the ultimate. If we get one of 
those we really will have made it!” 
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'I didn't know', 
says brothel 
case accused 

AN Epping man accused of 
running three brothels with his 
wife told a jury he had no 
knowledge of what was going 
on inside the premises. 

Taxi driver Anthony Pryor 
(59), of The Plain, said he 
thought the establishments 
were being used for massage 
and reflexology and would not 
have had anything to do with 
the businesses if he thought 
they involved prostitution. 
Pryor and his Chinese wife 
Qing Hua (37) deny three joint 
charges relating to premises in 
Braintree, Ipswich and 
Sudbury. They were arrested 
following a long-running 
police surveillance operation. 
He told Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Tuesday his wife had 
set up the massage businesses 
with another woman and he 
had helped, including placing 
newspaper advertisements, 
because of the language 
difficulties. 

“If I thought there was 
anything dubious, why would I 
pay for the advert with my 
credit card which is 
traceable?” he asked under 
cross-examination. 

Quizzed about large sums of 
money found on him when he 
was arrested, Pryor said it had 
been to pay rent and use as 
float money for his taxi 
business. 

The trial continues.

Arrears written off 

COUNCIL tax arrears of £72,174 have 
been written off as irrecoverable. 

Harlow Council’s policy and resources 
committee on Thursday also accepted that 
£26,126 of unpaid non-domestic rates 
would not be recovered, as well as £2,668 
worth of overpaid housing benefit. 


MP backs homes bil 


ANGRY residents have grilled 
Harlow’s MP about controversial 
new housing plans which could 
affect the town’s council housing. 

Scores of people packed a 
meeting organised by Harlow 
Defend Council Housing to lobby 
Bill Rammell for several amend¬ 
ments to the Housing and 
Regenerations Bill which sets out 
plans to build three million new 
homes in the UK and introduce 
means-testing for council houses. 

It also outlines plans for coun¬ 
cils to transfer responsibility for 
their property stock to housing 
associations. 

HDCH chairman Mick Patrick 
claimed the move would “give 
predatory landlords opportunities 
to buy council estates” while 
undermining democratic acc¬ 
ountability for key housing deci¬ 


sions by transferring responsibil¬ 
ity to unelected quangos. 

But Mr Rammell remained 
adamant that no amendments 
were necessary to the Bill, which 
is currently going through 
Parliament, and said the move 
was a positive step towards solv¬ 
ing the housing crisis. 

“I have always been a strong 
supporter of council housing,” he 
told Thursday’s meeting at 
Sumners Leisure Centre. “And 
although I have the greatest 
respect for your opinions on this 
matter, I do think you need to 
recognise when positive changes 
are being made.” 

He added that councils will be 
free to build as many council 
homes as they wish and keep the 
full rents to plough back into 
building more homes.

School's closure 
must be fought 

SIR, Essex County Council has 
finally posted the public notice of its 
intention to proceed with one of the 
daftest ‘school reorganisation’ 
projects ever, the closure of 
Passmores School and its relocation to 
a multi-million pound new school 
at Brays Grove. 

That school closes this August 
through lack of pupils because 
the Brays Grove community chose, in 
the main, to send their children 
elsewhere. They are now about to be 
rewarded with a new ‘state of the art’ 
school! 

What is absolutely remarkable is that 
whilst Brays Grove was deemed to be 
a ‘failing school’, Passmores is the 
complete opposite. It is currently 
enjoying its best period of well- 
earned academic success, following 
years of steady improvement. Indeed, 
it is now recognised as one of the 
leading most-improved schools in the 
county. 

No relevant educational arguments 
exist that require its demise. In fact, 
there are very good reasons for it to 
stay exactly where it is. 

Not the least of these is it is in the 
right place for the area it serves, that 
is central and west Harlow. It is a fact 


that should Passmores go, there will 
be only Stewards in south-west 
Harlow. All the other 
secondary schools will predominantly 
be in the north and east of Harlow. So 
much for the county’s objective for a 
better distribution of secondary school 
places. 

If this was not bad enough, the new 
admissions policy will undoubtedly 
promote a distorted two tier 
education system in Harlow. Parental 
choice will ensure this happens. It 
will impact upon infants and junior 
pupils as parents vie to get their 
children into primary schools closest 
to the new super school. The new 
super school will be regarded as the 
most desirable first option with the 
other schools some way behind in the 
pecking order. 

This view has never been 
authoritatively challenged at any time 
during the last three years. It is a 
travesty that the Harlow Education 
Consortium, set up to protect the 
interests of our schools, 
remains resolutely without an 
opinion in the face of the blindingly 
obvious.

Man dies in house fire

A MAN died after a fire ripped 
though his home in Epping on 
Saturday morning.

Formal identification of the 
man is yet to take place.

T HE privilege that is 
compiling Nostalgia 
each week throws up 
its fair share of surprises, but 
I would never have predicted 
the subject our biggest 
response to date. 

The request for your memories of 
working or shopping at 
Woolworths has brought an 
unprecedented response with, 
alas, far more correspondence 
than there is space to reproduce 
here. 

Among the vivid memories are those 
of a devastating fire which gutted the 
firm’s original Harlow store, in Broad 
Walk, on the site later occupied by 
Littlewoods (now Primark). 
Coincidentally, Woolworths was 
preparing to move out when the blaze 
struck on August 12, 1967 and the 
incident merely hastened the move to 
the larger three-storey block on the 
other side of the street. It burned for 
12 hours and left three firemen 
injured. 

Fir Park residents Beryl and Ted 
French recalled: “We had been out for 
the day and on our return fairly late to 
Wedhey, where we lived, we could see

clouds of smoke over the town centre. 
“We drove across to the location - you 
could drive around the town centre in 
those days - and Woolworths was 
totally ablaze. It was a large fire and 
the store was completely burnt out, as 
was some of the stock for the new 
Woolworths, which at that time was 
under construction.” 

Vivienne Taylor, of Upper Park, 
worked as a Saturday girl at the shop, 
earning 19/9 (98p) a day. “I was quite 
pleased to get six weeks off,” she 
reflected. “Because we were preparing 
to move when the fire occurred, we 
had to wait for it to be finished. 

“When we got in to the new store we 
were issued new nylon overalls - mine 
were yellow - but as this was the days 
of the ‘mini’, people wanted the 
shortest ones. As I was only 5ft tall, I 
soon ‘lost’ my short one and ended up 


with one nearly down to my ankles!” 
Little Pynchons resident Ron Coney, 
who as a young boy remembers his 
father taking him to see the burnt-out 
shop, was equally excited about its 
replacement. 

“I bought my first fishing tackle 
there,” he recalls, “In those days 
Woolies stocked almost anything you 
could want. As a teenager, I would 
save up my pocket money for several 
weeks and then buy every single 
Christmas present for the family in 
there.” 

Teresa Price, of Milwards, also went 
there as a child in the ’70s and 
particularly remembers the restaurant. 
“It was magic to me as a kid, as there 
were giant murals of horses all the way 
around the walls. 

“If me and my big brother Ray were 
very well behaved, my mum would 


take us there and we would be allowed 
a milkshake with straws. We would 
always get told off, though, for 
slurping every last drop from the fancy 
glasses. At the time I thought the 
Woolies restaurant was the height of 
poshness! 

“As I got older my favourite section 
changed to the records and for my 16th 
birthday I got a record player that had 
disco lights in the lid - from guess 
where!” 

Jennifer Jensen, of Tilbury Mead, first 
recalls Woolworths in its second guise 
when she was a new mother in the 
1970s. 

“I would go there with my mum, 
walking to the town centre from Bush 
Fair. We’d leave the pram outside with 
many others then carry the girls down 
the steps to the restaurant. You used to 
get some lovely dinners for the money. 
“Then in the early ’80s, I went to work 
for them as a part-time sales assistant. 
It was the only shop I’ve worked in 
where you had to clock on and off 
every day, hut the conditions were very 
good. We got a good discount on items 
and a whole week’s wages as a 
Christmas bonus. 

“The basement sold anything from 
tacks to drills and garden tools. The 
ground floor had a sweet counter, 
cheese and meat counters, make-up 
and records with a grocery department 
at the Terminus Street end. The top 
floor sold clothes and had a toy 
department. 

“It was a brilliant place to work and 
shop and I was sorry to see it close.”

Back to play the town theatre 
after a big start in a window! 

A MONG the highlights 
in the current 
brochure for The 
Playhouse is a show on 
February 20 by jazz 
guitarist Martin Taylor, 
pictured left. 

Aficionados may be aware 
of his highly acclaimed, 
distinctive playing style 
which has brought him 
international fame (and 
an MBE), but few will 
have followed his career 
for as long as Old 
Orchard resident John 
Curry, who recalls the 
strummer’s early gigs in a 
Harlow shop window. 
“Back in the late ’60s or 
early ’70s there used to be 
a shop in the town centre, 
close to Little Walk, which 
sold Singer sewing 
machines,” he said.

I shall 
certainly be in the 
audience for his 
homecoming Playhouse 
gig” 
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Lubbock hope 
for Barrymore 
theatre show 

TERRY Lubbock is hoping his 
quest to uncover the facts in his 
son’s death after a party at 
Michael Barrymore’s home will 
be helped by the shamed 
entertainer’s raised public 
profile in a stage show. 

Stuart Lubbock died in March 
2001 after being pulled from 
the swimming pool at the 
entertainer’s Roydon home. He 
was found to be suffering 
horrific injuries. 

Barrymore is to return to the 
stage at Windsor’s Theatre 
Royal playing Spike Milligan in 
a play about the surreal 
comedian’s life called Surviving 
Spike. 

Mr Lubbock, of Great Brays, 
Harlow, told the Star on 
Monday he has tickets for the 
show but is not sure if he is 
going. 

But he said the performance 
would keep alive his quest to 
find the truth about what 
happened to his son. 

“Him being back in the 
limelight gives me a lever to 
keep campaigning for the truth 
about my son and it also keeps 
the ball rolling,” he said. 

“They are going to have to 
screw down my coffin lid 
because I'm going to come back 
and haunt everybody who was 
at that party until I find out the 
truth.” 

Stress brought about by Mr 
Lubbock’s quest into his son’s 
death was blamed for a recent 
health scare which resulted in 
him needing hospital treatment.

PRESSURE has been 
piled on Harlow Coun¬ 
cil’s beleaguered com¬ 
munity and leisure serv¬ 
ices with a call for the 
chairwoman responsible 
for them to resign.

He has again raised the issue 
of safety at the town’s tempo¬ 
rary skate park after his com¬ 
plaints about the facility being 
dangerous forced officers to 
close it in the summer - despite 
£3,500 of safety work, Mr 
Dangerfield has since learnt 
not a single inspection has been 
conducted in the six months 
following its reopening. 

“With everything that’s gone 
on over the past few months, it 
seems our Labour/Lib Dem

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coalition has learnt nothing,” he 
complained. 

“Are we again putting

Tina Griffin, of Copshall 


Close, Harlow, said outside 
contractors brought in by the 
council to dig new graves have 
caused headstones to topple 
and is upset that the walkway 
to her son’s grave is being used 
for new plots. 


“I was flabbergasted that they 
were digging graves so close,” 
she said. “The contractors have 
also driven over the grass and 
the mess is awful.” 

Citing a headstone dated 
October 2006 which has 
already toppled over due to 
poor drainage and 
overcrowding, she added: “My 
heart goes out to the family 
tending that grave.” 

She had already complained 
about poor drainage causing 
graves to flood, an issue which 
has spurred the council to 
promise to upgrade the system. 
A council spokesman said: 
“These contractors are not 
engaged on a permanent or 
long-term contract, but on an 
ad hoc basis to cover when 
staff shortages occur. The 
contractors have requested that 
we do not disclose their 
details.”

A SERVICE which 
offers people counselling 
and support to turn 
around their lives is 
launching an appeal for 
funding. 

The Counselling and Life 
Management Centre has 
helped thousands of local 
people - on both a charitable 
and fee-paying basis - since 
it was established in 1988. 
Clients are able to take part in 
one-to-one counselling sessions 
and self-esteem classes 
regardless of their ability to pay. 
Individuals and couples are able 
to take advantage of services 
and are asked to make a 
voluntary donation of whatever 
they can afford. 

But in order to continue 
offering its current level of 
service and look at the 
possibility of expanding, 

CALM needs to raise £30,000 
this year. 

Although the charity currently 
benefits from lottery funding 
for certain services, it hopes to 
secure its future by becoming 
self-supporting and less 
dependent on grants. 
Spokeswoman Sarah Ellis- 
Randall explained: “We have 21 


counsellors working for us and 
all are volunteers but we still 
have to cover core costs such as 
rent, heating and lighting. 

“The value of our services are 
well-known locally. People 
come to us suffering the effects 
of emotional or physical abuse, 
depression, financial worries, 
stress, suicidal thoughts, and 
more. People are referred to us 
by GPs, the community mental 
health team, midwives or just 
approach us because they've 
heard about us. 

“We are currently seeing 75 
people and have a further 80 on 
the waiting list so there is a lot 
more we could be doing with 
better funding.” 

The fundraising drive has 
already begun with a sponsored 
slim. Next month volunteers 
will be raising money by 
collecting donations at the 
Harlow College car park and 
running a quiz, while a charity 
auction is planned for April. 
Sponsorship from businesses 
and donations from individuals 
are also sought, as well as 
offers of help with organising 
fundraising events.

Mountain king 


YOU may have seen 
on television that one 
of the most famous 
explorers ever, Sir 
Edmund Hillary, has 
died at the age of 88. 
Sir Edmund was the first 
person to climb to the top of 
Mount Everest, the tallest 
mountain in the world 
Conquering the 8,850-metre 
high peak made him a 
national hero in his native 
New Zealand and brought 
him fame throughout the 
world. 

Sir Edmund was born in 
Auckland, the capital of 
New Zealand, in 1919,and 
began climbing mountains 
when he was just a 
teenager. 

His successful ascent of 
Everest came in May 1953. 
He was part of a team of 
climbers but was one of 
only two who made it all the 
way to the top, the other 
being a mountain guide 
called Tenzing Norgay.

He continued to 
lead expeditions across the 
globe, including one to the 
South Pole. He also spent 
much of his life helping 


mountain guides in an area 
of Nepal called The 
Khumbu. 

He set up the Himalayan 
Trust to help fund and build 
hospitals, clinics, bridges 
and nearly 30 schools in the 
deprived region. 

Following his death, the 
Prime Minister of New 
Zealand said he was the 
best-known New Zealander 
to have ever lived and the 
whole population would 
mourn his death.

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Gilston plan 
ruling over 
flats 'wrong' 

A GOVERNMENT 
minister has been forced 
to admit in the High Court 
that her planning inspector 
got a decision wrong 
about a development in 
Gilston. 

The inspector originally 
refused planning 
permission to convert a 
storage space into 
apartments at Gilston Park 
House.

Justice Collins, judge at

refusal.

A PUBLICATION delivered to 
36,000 homes in Harlow looks 
to have folded, with employees 
and readers - including young 
children - claiming they have 
been left out of pocket. 

The Town Crier, which published 
its eighth and apparently final edi¬ 
tion in December, has disappeared 
from its Latton Bush Centre offices, 
while telephone numbers for editor 
Jordan Baker appear to have been 
disconnected. 

Among those who have tried in vain 
to contact the magazine are the family 
of a nine-year-old Harlow boy, who 
entered a competition in the November 
edition to draw a Halloween-themed 
picture. 

But although his sketch was printed 
and he was told he had won an art set as 
a prize, the boy - whose family have 
asked for him not to be identified - 
never received it. 

Jared Coldicott (15), of Little 
Pynchons, was also left short after deliv¬ 
ering 1,000 copies of Town Crier to 
homes in Harlow. 

He was told he would be paid £45 for 
his work, which included spending an 
entire weekend inserting leaflets into 
copies of the December issue of the

magazine before delivering them. 

But as well as receiving his payment 
weeks late - meaning he was not able to 
spend it on Christmas gifts for his fami¬ 
ly as he had hoped - in the end he 
received just £36.13. 

Jared’s father David told the Star. 
“He was heartbroken. He spent about 
eight hours delivering the magazine two 
Saturdays before Christmas and it was 
the weekend when we had heavy rain.” 

Mr Coldicott added he had visited the 
Town Crier’s Latton Bush Centre office 
to challenge Mr Baker about his son’s 
under-payment, only to be told by centre 
staff that the editor had not been seen for 
several weeks. 

It subsequently emerged that another 
business run by Mr Baker, the Play That 
Sound Music School, in Greenway 
Business Centre, was also no longer in 
operation. 

The Star made several attempts to 
contact the Town Crier but all telephone 
numbers were unavailable and its web¬ 
site appeared to have been abandoned. 

A spokesman for Harlow Council 
confirmed that press releases sent to the 
magazine by its press office had not 
been acknowledged for several weeks.

Occasio tenants face 
eviction for littering 



YOUNG people living in a 
town centre residential and 
training complex have been 
accused of endangering 
pedestrians by throwing 
rubbish out of windows.

“Some of them are obviously so 
lazy they can’t be bothered to walk 
down to the bins, so they just undo 
their window and lob it out.” 

He added: “It’s a total eyesore but 
it’s also dangerous as well. There’s 
big stuff on there which could easily 
blow down and take someone out.” 
The centre is operated by London 
firm East Potential. After the Star 
contacted the company, work to 
clear up the mess got under way. 

A spokesman said on Thursday:

THE long-awaited film version of the hit 
musical inspired by the urban legend 
who cut far more than just his prices to 
the bone, this looks set to become 
another triumph in Tim Burton and 
Johnny Depp’s impressive canon of 
collaborations. 

Depp plays the eponymous anti- 
hero, otherwise known as 
Benjamin Barker, who returns 
undercover to London after 
years spent doing hard labour 
in Australian exile for a crime 
he didn’t commit. 

Stalking the grim backstreets of 
Victorian London in search of his 
family, he stumbles across an 
old friend, Mrs Lovett (Helena 
Bonham Carter), who tells him 
of the fate of his long-lost wife 
and daughter. 

Discovering that his wife took her 
own life after being raped by evil 
lawman Judge Turpin (a typically 
sinister Alan Rickman) and that their 
daughter, Johanna (Jayne Wisener), 
is now in Turpin’s hands, Todd 
decides to wreak a terrible revenge on 
London’s aristocracy. 

Reopening a barbershop above Mrs 
Lovett’s pie store, renowned for 
being the worst in the capital, 

Todd works his way through 
various members of the upper 
classes, disposing of their 
bodies via a subtle change of 
recipe in his landlady’s fillings. 

With Mrs Lovett’s business soon 
booming thanks to her tasty 
new ingredients, Todd hatches 
a plan to get his daughter 
back and claim his elusive 
final victim: the dishonest 
judge who ruined his life. 

But with suspicions raised 
as to Todd’s real identity 
and the unpleasant smells

IGNORE the inevitable Coldplay comparisons 
- the soaring atmospherics and mile-high 
choruses of Waylaid’s modem epics owe 
more to the oscillating post-punk wall of 
sound pioneered by the likes of Interpol and 
Built To Spill than to the staid balladry of the 
bloated indie heavyweights. 

Like a no-wave concert beamed from the 
Moon, their sound is all sunset-ethereal: a 
precise synthesis of zero-gravity guitar, super- 
kinetic percussion and sinuous, serpentine 
melodies. 

By turns hypnotic, anthemic and 
heartbreaking, Waylaid are an organic, multi¬ 
faceted band who wear their hearts proudly 
on their sleeves but avoid the po-faced self- 
righteousness of their yawnsome peers. 

It’s a sound that’s certainly turned a few 
heads, with the band flirting with a number 
of high-profile suitors - including the likes of 
XFM and MTV2 - to win national exposure 
and a starring role in last year’s Oxjam.

The making of a reel life disaster 


LIVING IN OBLIVION 

(Second Sight, 15, retail) 

Indie director/writer Tom DiCillo turns his cameras on 
himself and his art to produce something akin to the 
This Is Spinal Tap of independent low budget movie¬ 
making. 

The incomparable Steve Buscemi (himself virtually a 
trademark staple of a quality indie flick) plays Nick 
Reve, the somewhat pretentious albeit well- 
intentioned and enthusiastic director making the film 
within this film. 

Or, rather, he would be making the film within this 
film if only he wasn’t constantly derailed by problems 
ranging from exterior traffic noise and watch alarms 
going off to relationship spats among his small crew, 
a slumming star awash in his own self-importance 
and a stroppy dwarf who resents being typecast in a 
lame dream sequence (“Do you know anyone who’s 
had a dream with a dwarf in it? No! I don’t even have 
dreams with dwarves in them. The only place I’ve 
seen dwarves in dreams is in stupid movies like 
this!”). 

The film cleverly switches between the moments 
being caught on film, giving you a sense that the 
work in progress could actually be a good movie after 
all, and the chaos behind the camera which suggests 
Nick really hasn’t a prayer. 

There’s one sequence that perfectly captures the 
Sisyphean futility of the enterprise as Nick tries to get 
a simple scene in the can in one single take, with 
actress Nicole (Catherine Keener) having an 
emotionally poignant confrontation with the woman 
playing her character’s mother. 

Keener does a superb job as various foul-ups 
necessitate take after take after take until her earlier 
energy simply bleeds away, her tone drops to 
uninspired monotony and her previously natural 
expressions draw into a grimacing mask. And then, 
just as the cameraman’s wondered away for a break 
while the two women relearn their lines, there’s a 
spark between them and they play the hell out of the 
scene - with no audience but a horrified Nick, who 
realises his best take ever is unspooling without a 
single camera rolling. 

Making an excellent foil to Keener is James LeGros as 
star Chad Palomino (reputedly based on Brad Pitt, 
with whom DiCillo worked on Johnny Suede). Having 
destroyed any onscreen chemistry with Nicole by 
sleeping with her the night before and being a pig 
about it afterwards, he shows up full of phoney 
machismo and enthusiasm for working on ‘real’ 
movies such as this while nuking the proceedings 
with an endless dribble of hair-brained ideas and 
script changes intended solely to boost his profile in 
the film. 

Not just perceptive and insightful, Living In Oblivion 
is a painfully funny film from start to finish and is 
accompanied here by a director commentary, 
interviews with DiCillo and Buscemi plus deleted 
scenes.

MR WOODCOCK 

(Entertainment In Video, 12, retail & rental) 

Pitched somewhere between a family comedy and 
the more outrageous variety previously turned out by 
the Farrelly brothers, this vehicle for the curious 
combination of Billy Bob Thornton, Seann William 
Scott and Susan Sarandon makes for amiable if 



undemanding amusement. 

The set-up’s pretty simple - Scott plays John Farley, a 
previously lardy kid persecuted by mean gym teacher 
Mr Woodcock (Thornton), who takes his years of 
humiliation and forges a successful career as a self- 
help book guru only to come home and find his 
widowed mum (Sarandon) is dating his nemesis. 
Thornton can do this stuff in his sleep, casually 
dropping in barbed bon mots as Farley goes about 
trying to expose him as a sadist and bully in the eyes 
of the small town that quite likes him; even Sarandon, 
usually comedy Kryptonite, is on good form here. 

And although it descends into predictable nonsense 
on the way to everybody becoming friends and better 
people, it keeps up a respectable rate of chuckles.

ARMCHAIR THRILLER - VOLUME 1: 
RACHEL IN DANGER & VOLUME 2: A 
DOG’S RANSOM 

(Network, 15, retail & rental) 

Released on separate discs, these two feature-length 
episodes from [TV’s long-running drama strand are 
an enjoyable wallow in the past from the moment the 
familiar theme kicks in and a male shadow looms 
over a starkly lit white armchair before settling 


disconcertingly into it. 

Rachel In Danger is the better of the pair, although it’s 
far too reliant on unlikely coincidences to drive its 
story of a terrorist cell plotting to assassinate the 
Queen at a Buckingham Palace garden party. 

When suave alpha killer Juan is prowling around 
London looking for a base of operations, he’s 
fortunate enough to cross paths with lookalike 
acquaintance Peter, goes home with him, kills him 
with a natty fake pack of cigarettes containing a 
hidden blade, stuffs the body in a linen closet and 
dons the dead man’s spectacles to assume his 
identity. The problem is, Peter’s 10-year-old daughter 
Rachel (who hasn’t seen him since she was two) is 
arriving in London for a visit so Juan has to pass 
himself off as her dad while orchestrating the hit. 

A Dog’s Ransom is from a Patricia Highsmith story, 
with a sociopath kidnapping a poodle from its rich, 
doting owners, blackmailing them over and over until 
events spiral out of his control and take on a far more 
sinister tone. 

Both of these hail from 1978 and their nostalgia value 
goes some way to papering over the inevitable cracks 
of age, primarily issues of pacing and length as these 
otherwise entertaining dramas do feel a little over¬ 
extended.

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Former Mark Hall School pupil 
hoping for Olympics success 



A cer Nethercott is in a strong 
position to add to his rowing 
success by gaining a spot in 
Great Britain’s eights team for the 
Olympic Games at Beijing in China 
this summer. 

The 30-year-old, a former pupil at Mark Hall 
School in Harlow, has already achieved much as a 
cox in rowing. 

He has represented Great Britain on many 
occasions, including at last year’s World 
Championships in Munich, Germany, where his 
team came third and qualified for the Olympics. 
Nethercott was also in the Oxford boat for three 
University Boat Races against Cambridge 
between 2003 and 2005, during which time his 
team won on two out of three occasions. 

He also coxed the Oxford women to victory in 
2000 and the men’s second team which triumphed 
in 2002. 

Nethercott said: “It’s my position to defend. The 
final selection will not be until April or May. 
Being selected is a stepping stone and the aim is 
to go out there and potentially come back with a 
medal. 

“There is a warm-up of a World Championship 
series in May, June and July before the Olympics 
in August.” 

The cox is a key person in the boat. He or she has 
to ensure that the crew keeps on top of the 
opposition, as well as ensuring that difficult water 
is avoided. 

The cox keeps an eye on what is going on around 
them - and the other boats.

“In the boat race it is one-on-one. If one crew gets 
ahead of another, that crew can move over in front 
of the other crew and wash them down [make 
them row in their wake]. That effectively ends the 
race.” 

In international racing if one crew gets ahead they 
cannot move in front of the other and wash them 
down - everyone must stay in their lanes. 
"Tactically this changes things,” explained 
Nethercott. 

“The intensity is there in international rowing but 
there are fewer people there. In the Boat Race you 
can hear the roar for the whole race. It’s much 
more personal, but it will be different for the 
Olympics.” 

It is also essential that the cox weighs no more 
than 551b, the recognized minimum weight for the 
holder of that position. If somebody weighs less, a 
sandbag has to be in the boat to make up the 
weight. 

That person is effectively a dead weight as he or 
she is not rowing, 

Nethercott, who studied physics and philosophy at 
Oxford as an undergraduate before completing a 
post graduate degree in the philosophy of 
language, has a natural weight of 10 stone. 

The former Harlow resident, who is funded by 
Sport England, trains all week and has a 
considered way of making the weight. 

He said: “I aim to keep myself fit between 
October and December but not the same level as 


when I am trying to keep it off. 

“I thus eat a very strict low-calorie diet and I 
exercise profusely. I do a lot of running, 
swimming and cycling to keep the weight down.” 
Nethercott is keen to dispel any mistaken heroic 
theme rowing may convey. It is the opposite of 
Chariots of Fire, the film which depicted two 
athletes seeking glory at the 1920 Olympics. 

“It’s not like Chariots of Fire. Ninety nine percent 
of it is drudgery. You have to have the mental 
skills,” he said. 

“It cannot be the be all and end all, otherwise you 
will burn yourself out.” 

Nethercott says the coaching team is formidable 
for Great Britain. 

“There is Jurgen Grobler who has got medals at 
Olympics since 1972. He was in charge of [Sir 
Stephen] Redgrave and [Matthew] Pinsent,” he 
said. 

“Jurgen sets the programme that we all follow and 
coaches the pairs and fours. We have Mark Banks 
and John West coach, and this time I have contact 
with all three. Mark and John are our day to day 
coaches in the summer.” 

Dreams of Olympic glory are put to one side for 
Nethercott, who still comes back to Harlow 
regularly as his family live in the town. 

However, it will be a tough schedule from the 
spring - if he is chosen to cox the eights team in 
Beijing. “For now I’m doing what I’ve always 
done; rowing day in day out with my mates down 
at the training centre.” 

He may be a cox, but he will be proud as a 
peacock if he can return home with a medal from 
the Olympic Games.
